A PLUCKY 97-year-old saw off 
two bogus callers who tried to 
burgle her home - she then helped 
to catch and lock them up, a court 
has heard. 

Lengthy prison sentences have 
been handed down to two Cambridge 
men who tried to burgle the pen¬ 
sioner’s Haverhill home. 

Ipswich Crown Court heard that John Riley, 
41, and his son Francis Maughan, 23, had 
numerous previous convictions for similar 
offences against the elderly and vulnerable. 

But their victim in Haverhill, great 
grandmother Jessie Smith, had proved more 
than a match for them and, after shouting at 
them to leave, was able to give police detailed 
descriptions which led to their arrest. 

Riley, of Calder Court, Arbury, who 
admitted burglary and a similar offence at a 
house in Birmingham, as well as driving 
while disqualified, was jailed for seven years. 
Maughan, of Hansom Court, Arbury, pleaded 
guilty to burglary and was given five years. 

Prosecutor John Fenn told the court last 
Friday that the pair had got inside the home of 
the elderly woman, who lived alone in 
Chalkstone Way, on July 9. 

The woman, who walks with the aid of a 
frame, found Riley and Maughan, who 
claimed they wanted to speak to her about an 
alleged hole in the back of her shed and 
conifers in her garden which needed 
trimming. 

Mr Fenn said the woman began shouting as 
loud as she could for them to leave, which they 
did, empty handed. 

The pensioner was able to give police a good 
description of the intruders, who were 
arrested and charged after fingerprint 
evidence confirmed that they had been inside 
the house.

‘No A1307 upgrade - no new homes’ 


MP JIM Paice and six 
Cambridgeshire councill¬ 
ors have written to St 
Edmundsbury Borough 
Council opposing a plan¬ 
ned expansion of Haver¬ 
hill without measures to 
mitigate the effect it 
would have upon villages 
in southern Cambridge¬ 
shire, especially along the 
A1307. 

The Local Development 
Framework for St Ed¬ 
mundsbury allows for 540 
new homes to be built each 
year in the borough, of 
which at least 40 per cent 


are planned for Haverhill. 

Mr Paice and councill¬ 
ors representing the vill¬ 
ages of Balsham, DuUing- 
ham, the Abingtons, Saw- 
ston, Woodditton, the Wilb- 
rahams and Fulbourn, are 
concerned that the con¬ 
tinued expansion of Hav¬ 
erhill is not sustainable 
without significant imp¬ 
rovements to the transport 
and road infrastructure 
through southern Cam¬ 
bridgeshire. 

They have asked for a 
significant re-engineering 
of the A1307 as well as 


investment to prevent rat¬ 
running along minor 
roads through local vill¬ 
ages. 

Mr Paice said: “We have 
had a catalogue of acci¬ 
dents and fatalities on the 
A1307 which is at full cap¬ 
acity during peak periods. 

“Other villages suffer 
from traffic taking altern¬ 
ative routes. We cannot 
take anymore. There must 
be no further development 
of Haverhill until the tran¬ 
sport system can take it.” 

A spokesman for St 
Edmundsbury Borough 


Council said: “We are 
carrying out a wide-ran¬ 
ging consultation on the 
Local Development Frame¬ 
work so we welcome views 
from all individuals and 
organisations with an 
interest in the future 
development of the 
borough. 

“These views will be 
taken into account as we 
put together a framework 
for the future and we en¬ 
courage everyone to take a 
look at the information 
available and give us their 
opinions.” 


Drink-drive 
teen gave 
wrong name 

A TEENAGER 
stopped for drink 
driving in the early 
hours of the 
morning has been 
made the subject of 
a referral order by a 
youth court. 

The 17 year old 
from Haverhill, who 
cannot be named 
for legal reasons, 
appeared before 
Bury St Edmunds 
Youth Court on 
Wednesday and 
admitted driving 
with excess alcohol 
in her blood, no 
insurance, no 
license and 
obstructing a 
constable in his 
duty. 

The girl, who the 
court heard had 
given police the 
wrong name when 
she was arrested in 
Wither sfield Road, 
Haverhill, early on 
Sunday morning, 
was made subject of 
a six-month referral 
order, disqualified 
from driving for a 
year and ordered to 
pay £55 costs. 

John Dennehy 
chairman of the 
magistrates, told 
her: “This total 
offence was quite 
serious: you had 
excess alcohol, you 
were not insured, 
you were a learner 
driver driving with 
no L-plates and you 
gave false 
information.”

A PERVERT who encouraged 
young girls to engage in sexual 
activity with each other has 
been jailed for two years. 

Peter Dagger, 42, had also tried to get 
one of the girls, aged 14, to perform 
oral sex on him. On another occasion 
he pinned a girl to the floor while un¬ 
doing his trousers and only stopped 
when they were disturbed. 

At Ipswich Crown Court last week. 
Judge Neil McKittrick told Dagger 
that his actions had been “particularly 
offensive”. The judge said that inter¬ 
views showed Dagger had displayed 
“poverty of thought” about young 
girls. 

Dagger, of White Caville, Haverhill, 
pleaded guilty to two offences of in¬ 
citing a child to engage in sexual 
activity between March 15 and May 15. 
He also admitted a third charge of 
sexual activity with a girl aged under 
16 between March 15 and April 3. 

The court heard that Dagger had 
changed his pleas to guilty as his trial 
was about to start early last month. 

Rosalind Jones, prosecuting, said 
that in March this year at Hadleigh, 
Dagger had plied two 14-year-old girls 
and a 15 year old with alcohol and told 
them they were going to play a game of 
“truth or dare”. 

Dagger dared the 15 year old to take 
off her top and then asked the 14 year 
olds to kiss each other. 

Miss Jones said Dagger had then

exposed his penis and asked one of the 
14-year-olds to perform oral sex on him 
but she refused. 

A further allegation of sexual ass¬ 
ault was made by one of the girls, who 
said she had been pinned to the 
ground by Dagger who straddled her 
and began undoing his trousers. The 
incident only stopped when someone 
else arrived on the scene after hearing 
screams. 

In mitigation, Thomas Brown said 
Dagger had expressed remorse for his 
actions and said he wished that he had 
never committed the offences. The 
change of plea to guilty, albeit at a 
very late stage, had avoided the need 


for the girls to attend court and give 
evidence in a trial. 

The offending had represented a 
“purple patch” in Dagger's life. 

Mr Brown said: “He is somebody 
who at the time of these offences was 
experiencing particular difficulties in 
his private life.” 

Judge McKittrick told Dagger: 
“Leaving aside their age, leaving aside 
the fact that they were too young to 
buy alcohol, you attempted to use 
alcohol as a disinhibiting feature, 
perhaps to encourage them to do 
things which without alcohol would 
have revolted them.” 

Judge McKittrick said Dagger's 
behaviour had amounted to a serious 
betrayal of trust and was entirely 
unacceptable. 

He said: “What might at first blush 
appear to be a child’s game of truth or 
dare was nothing more than a mech¬ 
anism to cater for some perverted 
thoughts that you manifested at that 
time.” 

In addition to a 24-month jail term. 
Dagger was banned until further 
notice from working with children. 

Judge McKittrick said: “That is 
because I believe you pose a risk to 
children.” 

Dagger was also told to sign the 
Sexual Offences Register for 10 years 
and was made subject to a Sexual 
Offences Prevention Order, which 
bans him from being alone with any 
female aged under 16 years.

A PENSIONER has told 
how she proved more 
than a match for bogus 
callers who came into 
her home - and chased 
them out with her zim- 
mer frame. 

Great-grandmother Jessie 
South, of Haverhill - who told 
police she would have given 
the two men “a good hiding if I 
was 20 years younger” - 
provided detailed descriptions 
of John Riley, 41, and Francis 
Maughan, 23, from Cambridge, 
who were given lengthy jail 
sentences at Ipswich Crown 
Court last week. 

The 98-year-old, who has 
been a widow for the past 35 
years, has seven grand-child¬ 
ren, nine great-grandchildren 
and her first great-great- 
grandchild is due in March. 

Far from being frightened 
when the two men originally 
knocked at her door asking for 
change for a £10 note followed 
her inside, Mrs South was 
determined to make sure they 
left without getting a penny 
from her. 

She was even more forth¬ 
right when the men claimed 
they could repair an alleged 
hole in her shed and trim her 
conifers. 

She said: “I wasn’t a bit 
scared, I was very annoyed 
when they followed me into 
the house and I told them to 
get out. I told them I would hit 
them and break their legs with 
my Zimmer frame if they did 
not go. 

“I told them to wait at the 
door, but they followed me in. I 
just shouted at them to get out 
and they did not get any

money from me. I am as fit as a 
fiddle and I was not going to 
let them get the better of me. 

“They did not touch me or 
hurt me, but I was a bit shaky 
after they had gone, I had a bit 
of a quivering tummy for a 
while. 

“They are just scroungers 
preying on old people, which is 
very low. I am glad they got 
those sentences, it serves them 
right. I don’t open my door to 
anyone now unless I know who 
it is.” 

Inspector Andrew Mason, of 
Haverhill police, said: “A 
concerned neighbour noticed 
two males entering the 
victim’s house, which she 
thought was unusual and 
highly suspicious. 


“She immediately phoned 
the police thinking an offence 
was taking place and gave 
excellent information includ¬ 
ing location, descriptions, and 
the vehicle the suspects got 
into. 

“Without this very valuable, 
prompt neighbourly action, 
the police would not have 
caught the suspects as they 
had left in the vehicle prior to 
police arriving. 

“The suspects were stopped 
a short distance away and arr¬ 
ested.” 

He added: “I would urge 
everyone to be vigilant and 
keep an eye on vulnerable 
members of the community, 
reporting any suspicious 
persons or vehicles to police. 

“I would also commend the 
victim who was very brave in 
confronting the offenders and 
removing them from her 
property. 

“Anyone concerned about 
callers to their property 
should not let them in, keep 
doors secure and call police 
immediately.” 

To avoid bogus callers, 
police advise people to: 

■ keep front and back doors 
locked, even when at home; 

■ stop before answering the 
door and think if anyone is 
expected; 

■ check that doors have been 
locked and keys taken out; 

■ look through the peephole or 
the window to see who it is. 
Before opening the door, put 
the door chain or bar on first; 
and 

■ keep the chain or bar on 
while talking to the person on 
the doorstep and check their 
details and identity before 
letting anyone in.

Mr Fenn said the 
offence in Birming¬ 
ham, for which Riley 
was also being senten¬ 
ced, had involved a 92- 
year-old woman. On 
that occasion a 12- 
year-old child was 
used to distract her 
attention with a tale 
about a lost ball while 
the woman's purse 
was stolen. 

The court heard 
that Riley, who has 23 
aliases, has been con¬ 
victed of similar and 
other offences at 
courts across England 
as had Maughan, who 
operates using 12 
aliases. 

Jailing the pair. 
Judge Neil McKittrick 
told them: “You have 


had a little business 
going of burgling the 
vulnerable and the 
elderly. 

“Your little business 
is going to go into 
recession for a num¬ 
ber of years. This is 
the sort of offending 
which right-thinking 
members of the pub¬ 
lic think is repre¬ 
hensible.” 

It appeared that 
Riley and Maughan 
had targeted the add¬ 
ress in Haverhill be¬ 
cause of the elderly 
occupant but she had 
proved to be “very 
spirited” and helped 
identify them to 
police. 

Judge McKittrick 
described as a “cock 
and bull story” the 


attempt that Riley and 
Maughan had made to 
explain their presence 
inside the house 
before they fled. 

He said: “You were 
both in the house of a 
vulnerable 97-year-old 
woman to burgle her 
of whatever of value 
you could find.” 

Neil McAulay, rep¬ 
resenting Riley, said 
his client had express¬ 
ed remorse for what 
he had done. Riley, 
who had never attend¬ 
ed school and had a 
“wild” childhood, had 
started drinking large 
amounts of alcohol at 
the age of 12 and 
taken cannabis from 
the age of 13. 

By the age of 18 he 
had three children. 


was a “tortured soul” 
who heard voices, had 
hallucinations and 
been diagnosed as a 
paranoid schizophren¬ 
ic. 

Joanne Eley, appear¬ 
ing for Maughan, said 
that he had started 
using cannabis at the 
age of 12 and pro¬ 
gressed to other 
controlled drugs, but 
since his arrest had 
managed to remain 
drug free. 

Miss Eley said: “He 
says sorry for the 
trauma caused to the 
victim and sorry that 
he appears before a 
court again.” 

The main reason for 
most of his offending 
had been linked to his 
drug use.

New flats for shop 
site ruined in fire

A FORMER carpet show¬ 
room gutted by fire six 
years ago will finally be 
redeveloped after revised 
plans were approved by 
planners. 

The former Bowes and Bowes 
store at the top of Haverhill High 
Street has been empty since it 
was badly damaged during a fire 
in 2002. 

Various applications had been 
made for combinations of flats 
and commercial units on the site, 
which is within the Hamlet Road 
Conservation Area, with one 
approved but not implemented 
and several others refused on 
appeal. 

The application, now approved 
by St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council’s development control 
committee, allows demolition of 
the existing building and 
construction of a three-storey 
building with one shop unit and 
five flats, a two-storey building 
with three homes, as well as cycle 
and bin storage, access gates and 
three parking bays. 

A condition was imposed, at 
the request of CUr Anne Gower, 
that will see working hours 
during the redevelopment rest¬ 
ricted to daytime between Mon¬ 
day and Friday, and Saturday 
mornings, to minimise disrup¬ 
tion to neighbouring residents 
and High Street shops. 

The scheme approved differs 
from those previously refused as 


two distinctive buildings are 
proposed. 

Haverhill Town Coimcil raised 
no objection to the scheme and 
said it was a great improvement 
on previous applications. 

Letters of objection were sent 
by neighbours at 1 Duddery Road 
and 85 High Street. The first said 
that eight units being served by 
only three parking spaces would 
create traffic congestion and 
pressure on existing street 
parking provision. 

The letter also said the two- 
storey block would cause loss of 
light to the property and the 
neighbour believed five flats was 
the maximum level appropriate 
for the site. 

The other neighbour was con¬ 


cerned that the side access to the 
flats would result in noise and 
disturbance. 

A report to councillors said the 
current plan addressed the 
planning inspector’s concerns 
that developments on the site 
would be overbearing and out of 
character with the surrounding 
buildings. 

It concluded: “The develop¬ 
ment now proposed would make 
good use of a derelict plot, that 
will improve the appearance of 
this part of the High Street and 
the character of the conservation 
area. 

“The level of off-street parking 
using the existing access is 
appropriate given the central 
location of the site.”

Larger car park may 
be on clinic site list 


HAVERHILL’S new 
walk-in health clinic 
could be permanently 
based in a large car 
park, the town’s Part¬ 
nership Group Forum 
has heard. 

Members of the group 
were updated on plans for 
the clinic - which will be 
open Sam to 8pm, seven 
days a week - by Melanie 
Craig and Lois Wreathall, 
from Suffolk Primary Care 
Trust (PCT), at a meeting 
on Monday night. 

Just last week, St Ed¬ 
mundsbury Borough Coun¬ 
cil’s development control 
committee approved plans 
for a temporary modular 
health centre to be built in 
the Rose and Crown pub car 
park off Withersfield Road. 
It could be based there for 
up to four years while the

PCT continues its search 
for a permanent base. The 
temporary building will 
cost more than £240,000 a 
year, plus running costs. 

Approval was given desp¬ 
ite a petition against the 
plan and strong opposition 
from local residents and 
businesses, including a 
local chiropractic clinic, 
and Haverhill Town Coun¬ 
cil, which was concerned 
about the loss of parking 
space, traffic dangers and 
disturbance issues. 

Speaking at the partner¬ 
ship forum meeting, town 
councillor Margaret Marks 
asked the PCT why the car 
park behind AXA, in the 
High Street, had not been 
considered, instead of the 
Withersfield Road site. 


She said: “We still don’t 
really understand why it 
could not have been at the 
AXA car park. 

“It would have increased 
footfall into the town, been 
better organised and with 
no parking problems. It 
would have been much 
better, without taking away 
the parking and creating a 
bigger problem in Withers¬ 
field Road.” 

Ms Weatherall said the 
temporary building was 
due to be ready by April 
and any site which might 
be considered for a perm¬ 
anent building could not 
house the temporary one. 

She said: “It might be one 
contender for the perman¬ 
ent site and it would not be 
possible to build there if it 
was already being used for 
the temporary building. We 
know the chosen site is not 


perfect and that is why it is 
not being considered for the 
permanent site.” 

Lyn Burgess, of Three 
Counties Transport, which 
operates the Haverhill Dial- 
a-Ride service, said it was 
currently allocated a space 
in the Withersfield Road car 
park, but would in future be 
crammed in with many 
other users. 

She said: “Four years is a 
long time for us to be park¬ 
ing at the other end of the 
town.” 

Ms Craig said the PCT 
hoped to have the perman¬ 
ent building available with¬ 
in two to three years and 
that the borough council 
was negotiating to see if 
more parking spaces might 
be available behind the 
Rose and Crown, as well as 
considering the introduct¬ 
ion of parking charges.

Threat 
man was 
carrying 
cleaver 


A MAN who armed 
himself with a meat 
cleaver before trying 
to confront a former 
friend who he blamed 
for ruining his life has 
been jailed. 

Sean Pyper, 20, had turn¬ 
ed up at a flat in Haverhill 
High Street on the evening 
of July 22 and made threats 
while brandishing the 
weapon. 

He was sentenced to eight 
months in prison and it 
was ordered that the meat 
cleaver should be destroy¬ 
ed. 

Ipswich Crown Court 
heard last week that Pyper 
had wanted to meet Chris 
Norman, a former flatmate, 
but never got inside to see 
his intended victim. 

At the door, Pyper, of 
Sandpiper Court, Haverhill, 
was met by a woman who 
also lived at the flat and, 
seeing him in an agitated 
state, tried to calm him 
down, said Peter Gair, pros¬ 
ecuting. 

Pyper was standing three 
or four metres away hold¬ 
ing the cleaver, which had a 
six-inch blade, and was 
being restrained by a male 
friend who was with him. 
As a second woman emer¬ 
ged onto a balcony from the 
flat after hearing the dist¬ 
urbance, Pyper had shout¬ 
ed threats and then thrown 
the cleaver to the ground. 

Police, alerted by a 999 
call, arrived and, after est¬ 
ablishing what had taken 
place, went to Pyper’s home 
address where he was arr¬ 
ested. 

When interviewed, Pyper 


told officers: “I just saw the 
mist and flipped.” 

He alleged that Mr Nor- 
manhad had been resp¬ 
onsible for making comm¬ 
ents which led to him 
breaking up with his 
girlfriend. Pyper said he 
had also lost his job. 

He admitted that the 
cleaver was his, but said he 
could not explain how he 
came to be carrying it on 
that occasion. 

Richard Potts, for Pyper, 
said he had no previous 
convictions. 

He said: “It is quite clear 
from this young man’s hist¬ 
ory that he has problems, 
not of his own making, 
which are affecting the 
development of his life. 
This was an isolated out¬ 
burst in a very emotional 
situation.” 

Pyper had previously 
lived at the same flat as Mr 
Norman but left because he 
felt other residents,who 
were not working, were 
“freeloading” from him as 
he had a job. 

Pyper was planning to 
move from Haverhill to 
avoid further problems. 

Sentencing Pyper, who 
pleaded guilty to possession 
of an offensive weapon in a 
public place and using 
threatening words or be¬ 
haviour, Judge John Holt 
said: “There can be no ex¬ 
cuse for having [the cleav¬ 
er] in a public place. You 
had it with you when you 
went to have it out with a 
former friend.” 

Judge Holt said it was 
“extremely worrying” what 
might have happened if his 
friend had not been able to 
restrain him.

Delay victory over 
boundary shake-up

AN ALLIANCE of three 
councils has welcomed a 
delay to plans for a shake- 
up of local government 
boundaries in Suffolk. 

But the leaders of St Edmunds- 
bury Borough Council and Forest 
Heath and Waveney district 
councils have continued their 
assault on the Boundary 
Committe’s local government 
review, branding it a “flawed 
process”. 

The Boundary Committee has 
proposed the creation of two 
unitary authorities for the 
county: North Haven, for Ipswich 
and Felixstowe, and another for 
the whole of rural Suffolk. 

The three councils had written 
to the commission, urging it to 
extend the consultation deadline. 
They also asked for their altern¬ 
ative plan of separate east and 
west authorities, rather than a 
single unitary body for Suffolk, to 
be considered as part of the 
shake-up proposals. 

The Government has now ann¬ 
ounced that the Boundary Com¬ 
mittee will no longer present its 
recommendations to the Sec¬ 
retary of State on December 31. 

Instead, the announcement 
will be made on February 13, 
after concerns were raised by a

number of authorities, including 
the Suffolk alliance, who comp¬ 
lained that no consideration had 
been given to proposals for three 
new unitary authorities in the 
county 

In a letter to the Boundary 
Committee, the Department for 
Communities and Local Gov¬ 
ernment said the Secretary of 
State had proposed the delay for a 
number of reasons. 

These included the concerns of 
the alliance, complaints from 
East Devon District Council - 
where a review is also being 
undertaken, and from several 


Norfolk district councils which 
had taken the matter to court, 
where a judge’s ruling stated that 
it would “not be possible” for the 
committee to comply with its 
duty to consult on affordability if 
it intended to report by Dec¬ 
ember 31. 

In a joint statement, John 
Griffiths, of St Edmundsbury, 
and council leaders, Geoffrey 
Jaggard, of Forest Heath, and 
Mark Bee, of Waveney, said: 
“This decision is a vindication 
from the Secretary of State 
herself for actions which under¬ 
line our determination to do 
what is right for the people of 
Suffolk. 

“This proves that the review so 
far has been rushed and that is 
bad news for local government 
and local communities. 

“Our strongly-worded letter 
left the committee in no doubt 
that we are angry with the flawed 
processes of this review and that 
we will not stand idly by while 
decisions are taken which we 
believe are not in the best 
interests of this county 

It continued: “We have no 
doubt whatsoever that a three 
unitary structure would be the 
best way to deliver strong, 
effective and engaging local 
government and we now call on 
the Boundary Committee once 
more to meet with us, listen to 
our proposals.”

A NUMBER of thefts of 
heating oil have occ¬ 
urred across West Suff¬ 
olk, prompting calls 
from police for people to 
be vigilant and keep 
their tanks safe. 

Last month 13 local 
tanks in rural areas 
were drained, and ow¬ 
ners are being offered 
simple security tips to 
help prevent them from 
becoming a victims. 

Police suggest that 
tanks are screened with 
fencing or hedges, all 
nearby gates are kept 
shut and locked, exter¬ 


nal pipes and fuel lines 
are concealed and dusk- 
to-dawn security light¬ 
ing is fitted. 

Tank owners are also 
advised to install lock- 
able caps supported by a 
closed shackle padlock, 
and to regularly check 
fuel levels with sensors. 
Police are also urging 
them to consider in¬ 
stalling a tank alarm 
and join a Neighbour¬ 
hood Watch Scheme. 

Because of the differ¬ 
ences between plastic 
and metal oil storage 
containers police rec¬ 


ommend contacting the 
tank supplier before 
embarking upon any 
security measures 
which directly affect the 
tank or pipe work. 

Any suspicious act¬ 
ivity should be reported 
to police, particularly 
any large vehicles which 
may be used to transport 
the oil. 

Anyone who sees any 
suspicious people or 
vehicles in their road or 
a neighbour’s driveway, 
should call police at 
once on 999.

of fake gaining consoles 


Beware 

FAKE games consoles 
and adaptors could be 
putting Christmas con¬ 
sumers’ lives in danger. 
Customs officers are 
warning. 

Hundreds of import¬ 
ed counterfeit consoles 
seized at UK freight 
depots were found to 
have been supplied 
with potentially dang¬ 
erous power adaptors. 
The goods had been 


purchased from a range 
of websites, mainly 
based in Asia, which 
claimed the items were 
“genuine Nintendo 
products”. 

Many of the consoles, 
which are fake versions 
of the Nintendo DS and 
DS Lite, had been 
bought for around £40, 
instead of the usual 
retail price of £100. 

Nintendo confirmed 


that the consoles were 
counterfeit, and the 
power adaptors supp¬ 
lied were not Nintendo 
manufactured and were 
potentially dangerous, 
since they had not been 
electronically tested 
and do not meet strict 
UK safety standards. 

Pamela Rogers, from 
Customs, said: “UK 
consumers must be 
vigilant when purchas¬ 


ing goods online. Buy 
from a reputable or 
regulated site and, if 
purchasing from out¬ 
side the UK or a new 
website, research the 
site - check all the facts. 

“At best, these con¬ 
soles would have led to 
disappointment on 
Christmas morning at 
worst, they could have 
caused serious harm or

ALL too often, parents spend a 
fortune on toys that are a hit on 
Christmas Day - and are never 
played with again. 

In fact, new research has found that 14 
per cent of parents say certain toys were 
played with only on Christmas Day last 
year, a further 40 per cent were played 
with just a few times, and 17 per cent just 
once every couple of months. 

The main reasons parents gave for 
such toy neglect were that their child got 
easily bored with the toy (43 per cent), or 
there were limited things they could do 
with it (34 per cent). 

The top neglected toys last Christmas 
were puzzles (21 per cent), cuddly toys 
(14 per cent), computer consoles and 
games (13 per cent), the latest gadget (11 
per cent), and dolls or action figures (11 
per cent). 

The research, commissioned by Lego 
UK, suggests that neglected toys cost UK 
parents and gift givers a total of £75 
mUlion a year. 

But how can parents avoid wasting 
money on toys which will be no more 
than a one-day wonder? 

Lego asked parents what makes their 
child play with some toys rather than 
others, and nearly a third said toys that

fared best were those that allowed 
children to use their imagination. 

Other well-used toys were those that 
grabbed children’s attention (21 per 
cent), interactive products (19 per cent), 
and toys that could be played with in 
different ways (11 per cent). 

Such toys, including creative sets, 
dressing up outfits, construction sets 
and musical toys, were shown in the

The Omnitrix contains “no creativity 
whatsoever”, says Gary Grant, chairman 
of the Toy Retailers Association (TRA), 
but is valuable as a toy because children 
lose themselves in an imaginary world 
Metropolitan when they play with it. 

“That in itself is an important part of 
growing up and playing,” Grant says. 

“Different toys have different uses, and 
I would say that the majority of toys in 
the Top 12 list are very likely to be toys 
that wUl continue to be played with long 
after Christmas has gone.” 

“It’s hard to say no sometimes,” says 
Lucy Edington, acting chief executive of 
the parenting charity Parentline Plus. 

“But it’s so important to budget and 
work out what you can reasonably 
afford, and not feel under pressure to 
spend, spend, spend and get into debt.”

Why picking a tree is to 
make a festive statement 


THIS credit crunch 
Christmas, you may need 
to rethink what tree to buy 

The price of the popular non¬ 
drop Nordmann Fir, imported 
from Denmark, is likely to be 
higher than ever this year, thanks 
to the pound’s weak performance 
against the euro and the Danish 
krone. 

The British Christmas Tree 
Grower’s Association is advising 
hard-pressed families to opt for 
different varieties or smaller 
trees to save money, and buy as 
close as possible to source. 

Expect to pay between £30 and 
£45 for a 6ft Nordmann. 
Association secretary Roger Hay 
is advising those on a tight budget 
to go for a home-grown Scots pine 
or Lodgepole pine, which should 
be widely available and are likely 
to cost around £10 less than the 
same size of Nordmann fir. 

“These trees don’t drop their 
needles and are bushier and have 


much fuller branches than the 
Nordmann,” he adds. “You might 
even get cones on them. They also 
have a strong fragrance.” 

Before buying your tree, 
measure the space you are 
allocating it 
indoors, 
considering both 
height and spread 
to ensure a good fit. 

And leave it till the 
last minute to buy 
a tree, particularly 
if you are opting 
for a spruce, which 
will drop its 
needles quicker 
than other types. 

Once you have 
chosen the type of 
tree you want, the next question 
is: Should you buy a cut tree, a 
container-grown one or a potted 
one? 

Which? Gardening, the 
Consumers’ Association 
magazine, trialled cut, container- 


grown and potted Nordmann fir 
and Norway spruce last year as 
soon as they arrived in the garden 
centres in late November. 

Researchers kept them in the 
office and watered and monitored 
them regularly for 
needle drop. After 
three weeks they 
tipped the potted 
and container- 
grown trees out 
and examined what 
roots they had. 

They found that 
the potted trees 
looked dull and 
lifeless after three 
weeks and the 
Norway spruce had 
lost most of its 
needles. Potted (containerised) 
trees are often planted in 
containers too small for the tree, 
making them difficult to water and 
look after, the magazine warns, 
and advises they are best avoided. 

Container-grown Christmas 


trees, which have spent their lives 
in a pot and are the most 
expensive option, performed best 
overall in the trial, looking healthy 
right to the end. They can survive 
well outside after Christmas and 
are a good investment if you want 
to keep a tree in the garden for two 
or three years. 

Cut trees, sawn off at ground 
level and stood in a plastic stand 
with a water reservoir, performed 
almost as well as container-grown 
trees, but usually cost less. If you 
just want an ornamental tree, a 
cut tree is the cheapest option. 
Treat it like a large cut flower and 
don’t forget to recycle it. 

Ceri Thomas, editor of which? 
Garctehng, says: “If you only want 
your tree to last for one 
Christmas, don’t bother spending 
money on a re-potted or container- 
grown tree. Instead, pick up a 
healthy cut tree from a reputable 
grower. These trees performed 
almost as well as a container 
grown tree, and could save you a

few pounds.” 

So, how can you 
keep your chosen 
tree healthy? 

■ Choose one with 
a good shape and if 
you opt for a cut 
tree, pick one that 
has at least 30cm of 
clear trunk at the 
base. 

■ When you get it 
home, saw the 
bottom 3cm off the 
trunk of a cut tree 
and stand it in a 
bucket of water, 
somewhere cool. 
Clamp it securely 
into a stand with a 
water reservoir 
and top this up 
regularly. If the 
water disappears 
quickly, this is a 
good sign as it 
means the tree is 
absorbing it. 

■ Stand trees in a 
cool part of the 
room, well away 
from radiators. A 
living tree will do 
best in a cool 
room, porch or 
conservatory, 
especially if you 
intend to keep it. 
Stand the pot of 
the living tree in a 
deep saucer and 
keep the saucer 
topped up with 
water. 

■ Remember that 
Christmas trees 
prefer life outdoors 
- so leave it tiU the 
last minute to buy 
your tree and it 
should last you 
through the festive 
season.

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Ex-PoWs ‘deserve an 
apology from Japan’

A JAPANESE professor 
who lectures on her 
country’s role in the 
Second World War says 
Cambridgeshire’s 
former prisoners of 
war deserve a full apol- 
ogy for the way they 
were treated. 

Prof Tomoyo Nakao, who 
teaches at Okayama Uni¬ 
versity in Japan, has inter¬ 
viewed many ex-prisoners 
about the cruelty they suff¬ 
ered at the hands of her 
countrymen. 

Many hundreds of men 
from the Cambridgeshire 
Regiment were locked up by 
the Japanese army in Sing¬ 
apore prison camps in the 
early 1940s, and were beaten, 
starved and forced to work 
as slaves building the 
Burma railway 

Last week, some of the 
surviving veterans spoke 
about how they had never 
received a “proper” apology 
from the Japanese govern¬ 
ment or Japan’s emperor - 
and claimed they probably 
would never get one. 


Prof Nakao, who has vis¬ 
ited Cambridge to speak to 
former prisoners and has 
written a book about the 
issue of reconciliation, said: 
“There are young ones as 
well as veterans who are 
concerned. 

“I teach my students 
about the PoW issue, and I 
quite agree that the PoWs 


have not been given proper 
words of apology. 

“I have just published a 
book about the failure of 
post-war Japan-Anglo recon¬ 
ciliation, in which I tried to 
explain why those Japanese 
‘apologies’ issued by our 
prime ministers and emp¬ 
eror were not sufficient, and 
did not work, in spite of the 


fact that the Japanese are 
made to believe - by some 
books and in the media - 
that they were successful.” 

She added: “One of my 
students told me that after 
we discussed the issue in 
class, she had come to 
understand the importance 
and weight of the word of 
apology. 

“She said to me: ‘I do 
believe that we need to 
apologise, and that we know 
what we are apologising for’ 

“It sounds easy but I know 
it is difficult. However, it is 
most necessary to do so. 
And it is important that we 
do not simply issue an 
apology, but that we make 
an effort to obtain forgive¬ 
ness in the real sense of the 
word.” 

Prof Nakao said: “In 
Japan, many are made to 
believe that reconciliation 
has been achieved, and that 
the PoWs are now satisfied. 
For me, that is hard to 
believe.” 

She is a member of the 
International Oral History 
Association and has just 
started a website focusing 
on dialogue between the UK 
and Japan - http://powow. 
asia 


Ex-prisoners ‘should 
forgive and forget’ 


VETEFIAN Len Baynes has 
urged fellow ex-prisoners to 
“forgive and forget” the 
Japanese atrocities of the 
war. 

Mr Baynes, who will be 90 in 
February, was an inmate of 
the notorious Changi prison 
camp, and was forced to 
work in the jungle on the 
Burma railway, which claimed 
the lives of thousands of 
British captives. 

He said: “We are a Christian 
country, and we should 
forgive and forget. I myself try 
to do so, and I have even 
welcomed Japanese people 
to my home.” 

In a letter to our sister paper, 
the Cambridge News, he said: 
“I regret that some of my 
fellow ex-Japanese PoWs are 
still trying to keep alive the 
resentment of 60-odd years 
ago. 

“They forget that we here live 
in glass houses. My father 
remembered the Boer War, 
when our own atrocities 
exceeded those of the 
Japanese, a little over a 
century ago. The British 
fancied that land of minerals 
such as gold and diamonds, 
occupied only by Dutch 
farmers who had no army. We 
sent a few regiments of our 
‘invincible’ soldiers, in their 
resplendent scarlet uniforms, 
to occupy the land of South 
Africa. 

“We invented concentration

camps, where we 
incarcerated the women and 
children, and many thousands 
of them died 
through malnutrition and 
disease. 

“Did the Dutch hold this 
against us? No; they fought 
alongside of us against the 
Germans in two world wars. 
“Did any of our monarchs ever 
say ‘Sorry’? Not that I know 
of. 

“Did we pay the Boers any 
compensation? No. 

“The Japanese culture in 
those days was violent, but 
the war changed it. 

“They are now mostly a 
delightful folk to know.”

Shadowy retelling 
of an old favourite

THERE’S an alternative to 
the traditional festive panto 
on offer at The Junction in 
Cambridge this month, 
with an Iraqi variant of the 
tale of Aladdin. 

Instead of Dames in grease paint 
and groansome puns, the 
performers behind The Magic 
Lamp tell their tale with puppets, 
shadows and that staple of 
university lecture theatres 
throughout the 1980s, the 
overhead projector. 

The show, which opened this 
week and runs until January 3, 
was first created in 2004 at The 
Junction by local theatre 
company Indefinite Articles, and 
it has been performed and 
developed in venues across the 
country each festive period ever 
since. 

“We wanted to use the story of 
Aladdin without ever using his 
name,” explains performer Steve 
Tip lady. 

“I found a book of Iraqi stories 
about 10 years ago and in it was 
this story called The Magic 
Lamp, which wasn’t called 
Aladdin but it was basically the 
same story with slight 
differences. 

“All the traditional elements are 
there - there’s a princess and a 
genie and magic but there are 
three bad guys instead of one 
and the boy thwarts each one in 
turn.”

“We then project images using 
something that is very un- 
Eastern, overhead projectors. We 
really like overhead projectors 
because they’re a completely 
out-of-date piece of equipment. 
We put things like paper, water 


and oils on them to create 
different effects. 

“It’s a hard thing to describe but 
people seem to genuinely love it. 
It’s definitely accessible and not 
at all arty and difficult. And also 
it’s very beautiful and a little bit 
scary too.”

YOU’VE probably noticed 
the trend for cars to be 
replaced with increasing 
regularity - three or four 
years is now the norm if 
you want to stay 
competitive.

This second 
generation Ka’s rakish and 
upright stance positions it above 
the generic soap-bar shapes of its 
closest rivals. 

The same is true inside the Ka, 
with the overall ambience one 
that’s a million miles away from 
the initially cheap and cheerful 
interior of the original. Second 
time around and it’s a lot more 
glamorous - plush upholstery has 
been combined with high grade 
plastics to create cabin that’s more 
closely aligned with the Mondeo 
and Focus than some bargain 
basement runabout. 

And it’s fair to say that it all 
works rather well. The 
combination of plush interior, 
sensibly placed switchgear and 
clear instruments all add 
considerable value to the 
ownership experience. The claim 


that you can get two adults in the 
back - this Ka remains a three- 
door hatch - is largely a genuine 
one and the car’s sloping roof 
doesn’t unduly impact on 
headroom. Further back you’ve got 
a decent sized boot for a car of this 
size, while the rear seats either 
fold as a bench or split and fold 
depending on the model selected. 

The revisions continue under 
the Ka’s bonnet, with a new petrol- 
diesel pairing making an 
appearance in 1.2 and 1.3-litre 
guise respectively. Both come with 
a five-speed manual gearbox as 
standard, with the shift lever 
mounted high up on the fascia for 
added convenience. 

Historically city cars have been 
associated with small capacity 
petrol units, and the Ka’s 67bhp 
motor proves more than adequate. 
Its smooth and quiet character 
makes it ideal for urban motoring, 
while its economy and C02 
credentials should endear it to 
both private and company drivers. 

Overall the driving experience is 
an enjoyable one, with Ford 
demonstrating that despite the 
car’s grown-up and more refined 
character it’s still possible to have 
some fun when behind the wheel.
